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Man arrested over 
missing landlady 





17 years after Deborah 
vanished, 70-year-old 
Ely man is arrested

A PENSIONER was arrested this week on sus¬ 
picion of murdering the former landlady of an 
Ely pub. 

Deborah Steel - the former landlady of the 
Royal Standard - disappeared on Sunday, 
December 28, 1997 and has never been seen 
since. 

Ms Steel was 37 at the time and was last seen 
leaving the pub, in Forehill, at about lam - 
reportedly after an argument. 

But on Tuesday, almost 17 years later, a 
70-year-old man from Ely was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of her murder. 

The arrest was made following the re-open¬ 
ing of the case. 

A house in Longfields, Ely - off St Johns Road 
- became the centre of a major police search - 
something which could last several days. 

Speaking to the Ely News, DCI Martin 
Brunning, from the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire major 
crime unit, said: “Officers and forensic teams 
started to search the property yesterday. It will 
be an extremely thorough search and could 
last for several days. 

“The man has been arrested on suspicion of 
Deborah Steel’s murder although everything is 
still very much at the early stages. 


“I can confirm that the man has not been 
arrested before - certainly not in connection 
with this case. 

“As with any undetected homicide or missing 
person case, there is a process of review and 
this arrest has been made as part of that pro¬ 
cess. 

“I am convinced that the answer to Deborah 


Steel’s disappearance lies in Ely and that there 
are people in the city who can provide key 
information. 

“Deborah was a pub landlady who would 
have had a wide circle of friends and associ¬ 
ates. 

“Somebody out there knows something, or 
has overheard a conversation over the years,

which could really help with our investigation. 

“I am appealing to anyone who may be able 
provide fresh information on this case to con¬ 
tact us. All information will be treated in con¬ 
fidence, and can be left anonymously. 

“Deborah has not been seen for 17 years and 
her family deserve to know what happened to 
her.” 

Neighbours of the man arrested said they 
were “shocked” by the news. 

One neighbour said: “I couldn’t believe it 
when I heard why there was all the police 
activity at the house. You certainly don’t expect 
all this police activity in a streetlike Longfields.” 

The man has been released on bail to return 
to Parkside Police Station in Cambridge on 
October 2.

Youths beat 
up man in 
High Street 


A POLICE hunt has been launched 
to find two youths who launched 
an unprovoked attack on a 
64-year-old man in Ely. 

The victim, who is from the city, 
was walking along High Street at 
about 11.10pm on Saturday when 
he was asked where he was going 
by the youths who were stood near 
Anglia Wines. 

As he turned around they 
punched him repeatedly and then 
kicked him to the ground. 

The man was treated for numer¬ 
ous injuries at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge. 

Cambridgeshire Police are now 
appealing for the public’s help. 

One of the youths is described as 
being white, about 20, clean shav¬ 


en, about 5ft 7in, stocky and wear¬ 
ing dark clothes. 

There is no description of the 
other attacker. 

DC Steve Gilbey said: “This was 
an unprovoked and cowardly 
attack on a man who was walking 
home, minding his own business. 

“He was very shaken up and 
received serious but not life- 
threatening injuries. I would 
appeal for anyone who was in the 
area at the time to consider wheth¬ 
er they saw these two youths. 

“Any information, no matter how 
insignificant it may seem, could 
help bring them to justice.”

Man is charged 
over A10 death 


A MAN has been charged in 
connection with a fatal colli¬ 
sion on the A10 at Little 
Thetford. 

The 44-year-old, who is from 
Ely, has been charged with 
causing death by dangerous 
driving, causing serious inju¬ 
ry by dangerous driving and 
causing death while driving 
when unlicensed. 

Tania Macedo, 25, of 
Welland Place, Ely, died in the 
devastating three-vehicle col¬ 
lision, which happened near 
Broad Baulk, at about 7.45pm 
on October 23 last year. 

Tania, a front-seat passen- 
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ger in a blue Honda Civic, was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

The driver suffered a serious 
but not life-threatening inju¬ 
ry, according to a police 
spokesman at the time. 

A 3-year-old girl, believed to 
be Tania’s daughter, was in 
the back of the vehicle at the 
time and also suffered a seri¬ 
ous but not life-threatening 
injury. The child was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge. 

The other vehicles involved 


in the collision were a blue 
Renault Megane and a silver 
Volvo V70. 

The driver of the Volvo, a 
34-year-old man, was unin¬ 
jured. 

Two passengers in the vehi¬ 
cle, a 38-year-old woman and 
a 7-year-old boy, both from 
the Ely area, suffered minor 
injuries. 

The driver of the Renault, a 
second 43-year-old man, was 
uninjured. 

The man is due to appear at 
South Cambridge 

Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday, September 15.

Be wary who tattoos 
you: artist’s warning 


A TATTOO artist is urging 
people to carry out more 
research to avoid being 
inked by unlicensed art¬ 
ists. 

Beynur Kaptan, who 
runs Beynur’s Tattoo 
Studio in Littleport, says 
he and his team are cur¬ 
rently dealing with at least 
five people each week who 
want tattoos they have 
had done elsewhere cov¬ 
ered up. 

He says the main reason 
is people are getting tat¬ 
toos done by unregistered 
artists - many of whom 
are home-based. 

Mr Kaptan, who lives in 
Littleport and opened the 
studio in Main Street in 
2011, said: “There are a lot 
of unregistered and unli¬ 
censed tattoo artists out 
there and people need to 
be cautious. 

“We’re having to do so 
many cover-ups at the 
moment - I’d say a mini¬ 
mum of five people each 
week. 

“We’re able to do the 
majority of cover-ups, 
which is basically when 
people aren’t happy with 
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the tattoo they’ve had 
done. 

“However, some we’re 
not able to do, for example 
if the needle has gone so 
deep into the skin that it’s 
scarred the person, which 
is terrible.” 

Mr Kaptan said: “People 
need to do their research 
and make sure that the 
person tattooing them is 
registered, licensed and 
fully trained. 

“If they’re not there are 
so many things that could 
go wrong, like cross-con¬ 
tamination, scarring and 
the fact that the end result 
could be poor. 

“There are a lot of people 
in Cambridgeshire who 
do tattooing from their 
home and people certain¬ 
ly need to be cautious 
about that. 

“Every tattoo artist 
should also have a portfo¬ 
lio of their own work, 
which is a good indication 
of how qualified and good 
the artist is.” Visit www.

Man, 24, in court

A HOMELESS man charged 
with injuring four teenagers 
in a hit-and-run accident has 
been remanded in custody. 

Aaron Daley, 24, of no fixed 
abode, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
Friday charged with danger¬ 
ous driving after four teenag¬ 
ers were injured in Hills Road, 
Cambridge, on Thursday, 
August 14. 

Three 17-year-old boys -

A MAN, a woman and 
a teenager have been 
arrested on 
suspicion of 
shoplifting from 
Tesco in Ely.

Keep pets away from pellets 

AS the owner of a local dog training and 
behaviour centre I was recently alerted by a 
client to the very sad death of a dog belonging 
to their friends in nearby Huntingdonshire. 

The dog had been walking with its owners on 
footpaths through farmland and had, 
unknown to them at the time, eaten slug 
pellets used by the farmer to protect his crop. 
The warm and wet weather for the last few 
weeks has created ideal slug conditions and 
the risk of damage to high-value crops, 
especially potatoes and grain, is considerable, 
hence the use of pellets to kill the slugs. 

Whilst methiocarb-based slug pellets will no 
longer be used after this year, thanks to an EU 
ban, metaldehyde-based pellets are still legal 
and remain the most effective protection 
farmers have against slug damage. 
Unfortunately, slug pellets can be highly 
appealing to dogs and their efficacy at 
poisoning slugs extends to other species, 
causing severe illness and in some cases, as 
with the poor dog in Huntingdonshire, death. 

Symptoms of poisoning can appear rapidly, 
progressing to severe illness in as little as an 
hour after consumption. If you suspect your 
dog has eaten slug pellets of any kind, call your 
vet immediately; quick action on your part can 
save their life. If your dog shows unusual 
behaviours, such as twitching, fitting, 
excessive panting or drooling, or begins to 
vomit or has diarrhoea, these can also be signs 
of slug pellet poisoning and vet treatment is 
required urgently. If you are at all worried by 
any form of unusual behaviour or apparent 
illness in your dog, or any other pet, then your 
vet should be your first port of call. 

I hope this helps to raise awareness of the 
issue, and urge all dog owners to pay particular 
attention to what their dog is doing, and 
eating, when enjoying the local countryside.

House sale gone with the wind 

NUMEROUS studies conducted in the UK and 
overseas have identified a fall in house prices in 
the area where a wind farm is proposed or is 
being constructed. This is known as 
“anticipation stigma”. The wind industry 
accepts that this happens, but consistently 
states that house prices recover once the wind 
farm has been erected. 

“Anticipation stigma” is already happening in 
Aldreth where REG Windpower Pic want to put 
up three 125m wind turbines as close as 700m to 
some residences. Two Aldreth residents, who do 
not wish to be identified, have been trying to sell 
their house since early 2013. If built, the Berry 
Fen turbines would be clearly visible from the 
front of their house. Having had buyers pull out, 
one explicitly stating the wind farm as the 
reason, the owners reduced the price by £10,000 
from the lowest valuation. This attracted more 
potential purchasers, but all pulled out when 
told of the planning application for the wind 
farm. 

The owners then wrote to REG Windpower 
asking them to buy their house for the lower 
price, stating in their letter: “If you truly believe 
that the wind farm will not affect the house 
prices in Aldreth, then you have nothing to lose; 
in fact, you should be able to sell it yourselves for 
£10,000 more than you pay for it because of the 
cut we have been forced to make to the price.” 

REG Windpower replied to their letter, ignoring 
their request to buy their house, ignoring the 
fact that their house is failing to sell because of 
the proposed wind farm, and quoting the 
industry line that “academic research published 
in this country and abroad shows there is no 
conclusive evidence that wind farms 
consistently, measurably or significantly affect 
house prices”. 

In fact, this is not true. In April this year, a 
report Gone with the Wind: Valuing the Visual 
Impacts of Wind turbines through House Prices by 
Professor Stephen Gibbons of the London School 
of Economics and the independent Spatial 
Economics Research Centre, concluded 
unambiguously that “wind farm visibility 
reduces local house prices”. The 12-year study 
states: “Averaging over wind farms of all sizes, 
this price reduction is around 5-6% within 2km, 
falling to less than 2% between 2 and 4km, and 
less than 1% by 14km which is at the limit of 
likely visibility.” 

Little wonder that REG Windpower will not set 
a precedent by buying a property blighted by 
“anticipation stigma”.

INSIST on buying British.... 

I WILL keep on raising my concerns about 
farmland being built on, lack of infrastructure, 
etc until someone stands up to be counted who 
has influence. 

The apathy of local authorities, councillors, 
MPs and members of the public beggars belief. 
Try to buy a British cucumber and tomatoes in 
local supermarkets - Tesco in Ely rarely has 
British despite this being the season. Today I 
found tomatoes from Poland and France; 
cukes from Holland with the only British ones 
cut in half thereby costing 70p for a whole one 
vs 49p. The few organic were British, but not 
very fresh. Asda in Soham even sells American 
strawberries when this is our season in the UK. 

Supermarkets will drive British food growers 
out of business and eventually they will sell the 
land for housing. I am not big on conspiracy 
theories, but this makes me very suspicious. 
Well folks, watch some of the First and Second 
World War programmes if you don’t believe my 
concerns as you will find that without farming 
at full tilt the citizens of the UK would have 
starved to death. Bearing in mind the 
population was much smaller then, we are now 
massively overcrowded and therefore the need 
to grow our own produce and meat is even 
more desperate. 

For goodness’ sake please be part of the 
solution, not part of the problem and demand 
British produce when it is in season. Make a 
complaint, as I have, it costs nothing but a few 
minutes. Let your councillors know of your 
concerns that so much good farmland is going 
under concrete or wasteful schemes like 
turning Wicken Fen into wetland. It is easy for 
these people to dismiss the few of us bothering 
to write to them or the papers, but a mass 
response can not be ignored.

Minibus 
commute 
scheme 
could be 


scrapped 



A BUSINESSMAN could be forced to scrap an 
innovative minibus commuter scheme in Ely 
- unless any willing drivers come forward. 

Award-winning entrepreneur Peter Dawe 
only launched the Ely eCommuter initiative in 
luly, but he says that already he may have to 
axe it. 

Mr Dawe has offered three regular commut¬ 
ers the use of a minibus - free of charge - in 
exchange for picking up fellow passengers on 
their way in to work in Cambridge. 

He says that he has been overwhelmed with 
offers from people willing to use the service 
but that he has received not one single offer 
from anyone interested in driving the mini¬ 
buses - despite the promise of free fuel, insur¬ 
ance and maintenance. 

He said: “I thought that offering free use of 
three minibuses in return for picking up fellow 
commuters would have people queuing up for 
the opportunity. How wrong can one be? 

“After months of promotion, I have had peo¬ 
ple queuing up to ride in the vehicles, but no 
one prepared to drive them. 

“The offer included fuel, insurance and 
maintenance. The driver simply had to pick up 
passengers at a few bus stops at the beginning 
of each journey, the passengers just paying 
their share of the costs. 

“The minibuses, which included a brand new 
Ford Torneo, are now to be sold and the people 
of Ely can continue to use the unreliable and 
costly traditional bus service. 

“I wonder if this is just Ely, or if there are no 
dormitory towns with people who are pre¬ 
pared to have totally free commute in return 
for picking up fellow travellers?” 

Mr Dawe was hoping to use Ely as a pilot for a 
new model of transportation which he said 
would create a “sustainable network of com¬ 
muter ‘self-drive’ mini-buses”. 

He added that with each minibus capable of 
transporting up to nine people, the scheme 
would reduce both congestion and pollution.

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Large straw 
stack fire is 
believed to 
be arson 

A LARGE straw stack fire in 
Soham is believed to have 
been started by arsonists. 

Firefighters were called to 
the blaze on land near the BP 
garage on the A142 at about 
7.35pm last Wednesday. 

A straw stack made up of 
some 340 bales and 
measuring 20m by 20m was 
well alight. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “An 
additional crew from Ely was 
requested to support 
firefighting efforts. 

“Crews used hose reels and 
beaters to contain the fire to 
the stack and prevent it 
spreading to adjoining stubble 
fields. Crews had 
extinguished the majority of 
the fire by 12.33am. 

“A relief crew from Littleport 
remained on site until about 
3am to monitor the stack and 
ensure embers did not spread 
the fire to a nearby hedge 
line. 

“The straw did reignite 
again and at 4.39am a crew 
from Soham attended to 
monitor it. The crew returned 
to their stations at 7.30am. 
The cause of the fire is 
believed to be deliberate.”

Some facts: 

Over a million people in 
the United Kingdom suffer 
with a neurological tremor of 
some type. For many, tremor 
impacts intrusively into 
their day to day activities.

Tremors arise as a result 
of dysfunction of the 
nervous system, and there 
are many causes of tremor 
affecting both sexes and all 
age groups. The condition 
often gradually deteriorates 
causing increased degrees 
of shaking on various 
parts of the body. Hands, 
head, arms and legs 
may be affected. Speech 
impairment can also make 
communication difficult. 
Essential Tremor can be 
mistaken for Parkinsons 
Disease, but in fact it is four 
times more evident in the 
UK. Little is known about 
the underlying cause and 
for some people, it is an 
inherited condition. Many 
neurological conditions may 
produce tremors. The correct 
diagnosis of the tremor is 
often the most difficult and 
misdiagnosis is common. 


The Symptoms 

Once a physical disability 
becomes noticeable, 

patients can experience 
extreme embarrassment 

in public places, with the 
inevitable withdrawal from 
social contacts that leave 
them with a feeling of 
isolation. Changes to the 
routine of life often force 
patients to give up their 
jobs because they are not 
able to continue safely 
and efficiently, or are too 
embarrassed to meet the 
public. Trembling heads or 
hands means that drinking 
from a cup is impossible 
and they need a special 
aid. For many any form of 
legible handwriting is also 
impossible and holding 
objects securely is a major 
problem. When legs are 
subjected to tremors most 
patients can only stand still 
for very short periods and 
must walk with aids. 

Treatments 

Even when an accurate 
diagnosis has been established, 
many medications are only 
partial in their effect on 
Tremor. They also run the risk 
of numerous side effects. 


New surgical procedures 
are being explored and 
it is important to discuss 
both medication and other 
options with a neurological 
specialist. The Foundation’s 
mission is to foster research 
and it maintains links 
across the world with close 
contacts in the USA, Europe 
and Australia in order to 
find the latest research data 
and disseminate knowledge. 

Support Groups

Primary Orthostatic Tremor 

No one has yet discovered 
what causes the onset of 
Primary Orthostatic Tremor, 
(POT) there are only around 
56 people known to have 
this in the UK at this time. 
It is difficult to treat, with 
no specific medications, 
and side effects that can 
be positively untenable. It 
is hoped to raise awareness 
and funds for research into 
this rare condition. POT is 
degenerative, and hitherto 
incurable.

DOG owners in the Ely area 
are being urged to be on 
guard against pet thieves. 

The Country Land and 
Business Association Ltd 
(CLA) is warning people to 
keep their dogs within sight 
and kept in a secure location 
to reduce the chances of them 
being nabbed. 

A total of 217 dogs were

“Many dogs are targeted by 
thieves because they can 
make money selling them on, 
often for breeding or for 
fighting. 

“By leaving a valuable and 
much-loved animal in your 
garden in sight of a road or a 
public right of way gives 
thieves a chance to monitor 
your movements and security 
arrangements with a view to 
possibly stealing it to order.”

When we last spoke to 
swimming champ Liam 
Barnett, he was celebrating 
winning four gold medals at 
the British Transplant Games in 
August 2012, just a year after 
undergoing a liver transplant. 
Two years on, he’s excelled at 
the World Transplant Games 
too - and it’s all thanks to the 
donor who saved his life, he 
tells Emma Higginbotham 


L IAM Barnett is a swimming 
star. That’s official: he has 
the medals to prove it - 
dozens of them, including 
five shiny golds won just last 
month. But don’t expect to see 
them on display in his Cambridge 
home. “It’s really bad,” he 
chuckles. “I’ve got them in a bag 
under my bed...” 

He may be at the peak of fitness 
now, but catch a glimpse of Liam in 
his swimming kit and you can’t 
help but notice the livid L-shaped 
scar that crosses his belly - the 
legacy of the liver transplant that 
he desperately needed three years 
ago. “People do stare, but I’m proud 
of it,” says the 27-year-old. “For me, 
it’s a symbol of all the people who 
gave me the gift of life.” 

Growing up in Hemel Hempstead, 
Liam lived to swim. Excelling at 
freestyle and butterfly, he even 
competed for his county. But at the 
age of 13, mysterious abdominal 
pains stopped him getting into the 
pool. Tests confirmed that a rare 


disease, primary sclerosing 
cholangitis, was causing Liam’s 
immune system to attack his liver 
and leaving it increasingly scarred. 

He controlled it with medication, 
and continued to thrive at school 
and then at Bristol, where he 
captained the university swim 
team. But as his liver became more 
damaged, Liam found himself 
plagued by pain, colds and food 
poisoning: “My nickname, which I 
had on the back of my shirt, was 
‘Sicknote’,” he grins. 

A change of medication helped 
and, after graduating, Liam moved 
to Cambridge to work at 
engineering consultants Mott 
MacDonald, where he’s still based. 
He also joined the City of 
Cambridge Swimming Club, and all 
was going well until one night in 
March 2011, when he decided to 
compete for his old club back in 
Hemel Hempstead. 

“I didn’t do particularly well that 
evening; I got a lot of cramp in my 
legs. Then the next morning I woke 


up with the worst pain I’ve ever had 
in my life. It felt like someone was 
scraping my insides out.” 

Liam was rushed to hospital, 
where he was diagnosed with 
peritonitis: “My liver was starting 
to fail, and it was leaking fluid into 
my abdominal cavity,” he explains. 
“Doctors had always said I’d need a 
transplant at some point, but I 
thought it was way off, maybe when 
I was in my 40s. But now they said I 
should start taking it seriously.” 

Within a week of leaving hospital, 
Liam was back at work. But a 
month later, another attack of 
peritonitis put him in 
Addenbrooke’s for a week. Again he 
recovered quickly: “but then after 
about three weeks, I felt lousy. 

“I lay in bed all weekend, and 
went to the doctor on Monday 
morning. She said ‘How long have 
you been jaundiced?’ And I was like 
‘What?’ I was quite shocked. She 
said ‘Go and look in my mirror’, and 
I was all yellow, like a Simpson. It 
was quite haunting, actually, to see 


that even the whites of my eyes 
were yellow. She said ‘We need to 
call Addenbrooke’s right away’/’The 
jaundice was yet another sign that 
Liam’s liver was failing, and he 
spent the next month in hospital, 
fully aware that he urgently needed 
a transplant. 

“It’s a strange feeling,” he muses. 
“I found myself just wishing to get 
it done with, but then I realised I 
was essentially wishing for an 
accident to happen to someone - 
and felt sick at myself for thinking 
such a thing.” 

He eventually went home, but a 
third bout of peritonitis saw him 
back in Addenbrooke’s yet again: 
“and they found that I was starting 
to become tolerant to the 
antibiotics, so it was getting 
dangerous.” 

It was while Liam was 
recuperating at his parents’ house 
that summer that the fateful phone 
call came: a donor organ had been 
found. And so, feeling “a mixture of 
excitement and fear”, Liam 
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Liam is passionate 

about encouraging people to sign up to the Organ Donor 
Register and, crucially, discussing their wishes with their family. In the UK, 10,000 
people need a life-saving transplant, and three die each day waiting.

returned to Addenbrooke’s for 
the surgery that would save his 
life. 

The six-hour transplant 
operation was deemed a 
success, but the following day 
Liam took a turn for the worse. 
During the surgery a main vein 
had been severed, “and my liver 
was sitting in about a litre of 
blood. It was pretty daunting 
because my family had gone 
home, then suddenly all these 
doctors said ‘We’re going to 
have to take you back into 
surgery.’ I said to the surgeon ‘It 
will be all right, won’t it? He 
said ‘Well, we’ll see’. 

“That was a bit frightening. 
Obviously my parents weren’t 
going to be back in time, so I 
said to the nurse: ‘Can I have a 
hug?’ I thought it might have 
been the last time I hugged 
anybody.” 

Surgeons repaired the 
damage, but unfortunately 
Liam had yet another internal 
bleed 10 days later - on his 24th 
birthday. “It was the third time 
I’d been opened in a few days. I 
said ‘You might as well put a zip 
on this thing’.” 

Ever the optimist, Liam put all 
his efforts into his recovery. “I’d 
make little goals: to begin with 
it was just washing myself, then 
I’d go for little walks, but just 
going downstairs to the foyer 
was a major challenge.” Even 
sitting was difficult: he’d 
dropped from 12st 91bs to just 
over 9st: “and I had such a bony 
bum that I had to carry a pillow 
around to sit down!” 

Liam spent six months 
recuperating, and by January 
2012 he was back at work - and 
back in the pool. That August, 
he entered the British 
Transplant Games in Kent, 
where he excelled, winning four 
out of four events. 

Not surprisingly, he was 
selected to compete for Britain 
in the World Transplant Games 
in Durban, South Africa, last 
summer, “and I got seven golds 

- five individual and two relays 

- in seven world-record times, 
and I was awarded the best 
male adult athlete of the 
Games, which felt pretty good! 

“It’s always the dream to 
represent your country at sport, 
and now I think ‘Wow, I stood at 
the top of the podium seven 
times with my country’s flag on 
my chest’.”

The World Games were 
quickly followed by the 2013 
British Transplant Games, 
where Liam won a further five 
gold medals. But healthwise, 
his luck didn’t hold - and it 
wasn’t long before he found 
himself back in hospital. 

As his medication has been 
gradually weakening his bones, 
one morning Liam had a 
transfusion to re-mineralise 
them. He returned to work the 
same day, “but I had to leave at 
about four because I just felt a 
bit rubbish, like I had the flu,” 
he recalls. “I went home and lay 
in bed, and things gradually got 
worse. I couldn’t breathe 
properly and couldn’t move 
very well, so I called an 
ambulance.” 

Suspecting meningitis, 
doctors tested Liam by giving 
him a lumber puncture, which 
involved putting a needle into 
his spine to withdraw some 
spinal fluid. Unfortunately, this 
caused a severe low-pressure 
headache, “and it really 
affected me badly. It was 
actually a worse pain than my 
transplant because it was in my 
head -1 had to lay down flat, 
and I couldn’t open my eyes. It 
went on for about three weeks, 
and it was awful. 

“I had to have a procedure to 
fix it, which was scary because 
they said there was a chance of 
paralysis if it goes wrong, so 
that was a bit hairy...” 

Happily it was a success, and 
Liam was back in the pool, 
training hard, as soon as he 
could. And right now he’s riding 
high: at the British Transplant 
Games in Bolton last month, he 
once again scooped five out of 
five golds, and again won the 


best male adult athlete award. 

“Sometimes I think maybe I 
should give others a chance,” he 
says. “But I’m also competing 
against my body. I could get ill 
one year and not be able to do 
it, so I need to make hay while 
the sun shines.” 

Liam had better make some 
room in that under-bed bag of 
his as, all being well, this time 
next year he’ll compete at the 
World Transplant Games in 
Argentina. Then there’s all the 
other medals he picks up in 
mainstream races too... “I 
think about when I was in 
hospital and things were touch- 
and-go, and I think wow, I’ve 
come pretty far,” he admits. 

“But it’s only because of 
something that someone else 
has given to me.” 

Liam doesn’t know anything 
about his donor other than it 
was a man in his 40s. “The time 
I think about him the most is 
probably the anniversary,” he 
says. “For me the anniversary is 
a joyous thing: it’s when I got a 
new lease of life. But obviously 
for someone else it’s when a 
loved one was taken from them, 
so it’s a mix of emotions really.” 

Does it make him love life 
more? Liam smiles. “Well it 
certainly changes your 
perspective on what matters. 
One of my closest transplant 
friends, Lee, who helped me 
through my transplant, died 
last year. And another friend, 
Mike, has now got liver cancer 
and they won’t give him 
another transplant. We climbed 
Table Mountain together in 
South Africa last year and it 
made us realise you need to do 
these things while you can. 

“With transplants, there is 
every chance that organs can 
fail at any point, as the body is 
naturally trying to reject the 
organ, so it’s not unreasonable 
for me to think that my life 
might be a bit short. So it makes 
me think ‘Right, what do I want 
to do?’ And what I want to do is 
to do well at swimming. When 
you’ve been ill, you realise that 
there’s nothing better than 
being fit and healthy. 

“You’ve got to do what makes 
you happy, because life can be a 
bit short, and a bit brutal. But I 
never ask myself ‘Why me?”’ he 
adds. “I see myself as lucky. I 
was the lucky one who got a 
transplant - and got it in time.”

WE’VE all been worried about the Cambridge 
Arts Picturehouse, what with the Competition 
Commission’s final decision on its future still 
unclear. And never more so than when it’s home 
to the always exciting, always ground-breaking 
Cambridge Film Festival - now in its 34th year. 
And no-one does better popcorn. 

Running until Sunday, the Cambridge 
News-backed festival boasts highlights from 
the quirkier, off-the wall strands and the big 
Hollywood hitters, to the fun-packed family 
specials, pithy shorts, searching documentaries 
and director Q&As. 

Highlights include the closing film on Sunday, 
which this year will be the traditional surprise 
film! Obviously we can only speculate on what 
it might be but in previous years Burn After 
Reading, Looper, Sunshine on Leith and Pirates 
of the Caribbean have all been the surprise 
movies. Whatever it is, it'll be great, guaranteed. 

But before that, on Friday, shake off work, 
load up on dreams and watch SPARK: A Burning 
Man Story. This documentary - full of light 
and drama and madness - focuses on Nevada's 
week-long arts festival, which sees a city of fun, 
games, music, spirituality and self-expression 
just spring up out of the desert. Provocative, 
extravagant and independently made by director 
Steve Brown, it goes behind the scenes, noting 
the challenges and joys faced by the organisers 
and by the 60,000 festival goers that make it 
happen. It's also completely beautiful. 

Also on Friday, Bill Nighy, Imelda Staunton, 
Dominic West, Paddy Considine and up-and- 
comers George McKay and Joe Gilgun (that's 
what you call a cast list) star in Pride. It's set 
in the summer of 1984; Thatcher's trying to 


close the mines, the miners are on strike, and 
London's Gay Pride Marchers are raising money 
for them. But the unions are embarrassed by it, 
so the marchers jump on a minibus and go find 
some miners themselves to hand the donation 
over to. Powerful, witty, intelligent stuff, your 
heart will be warmed and your brain will be 
worked. 

And on Saturday, director Skip Kite is expected 
to present his documentary, Tony Benn: Will 
and Testament. A powerful exploration of the 
Labour MP's epic life and career, it patchworks 
intimate interview material with photos and 
filmed footage from Benn's personal archive and 
tracks his work across Britain. It promises to be 
a "fitting testament to a forceful orator whose 
tongue was as sharp as his mind". 

To honour some of the best films on show, 
each year the Cambridge Film Festival runs the 
Audience Awards. Before each "in competition" 
screening, you'll be handed a voting card on 
which you can rate the experience. You're 
going to feel exactly like the Oscars' board of 
directors no doubt. The Golden Punt award 
goes to best feature, the Silver Punt crowns best 
documentary and the Crystal Punt goes to the 
greatest short film. Enter the fray and pick your 
favourites. 

Events in the 34th festival take place at the 
Arts Picturehouse (38-39 St Andrew's Street, 
Cambridge) and some other venues; tickets 
for all are available from the Arts Picturehouse 
Box Office on 0871 902 5720 or via 
cambridgefilm festival, org. uk.

BEFORE I GO TO SLEEP (IS, 92 mins) 
THERE has been a rich harvest of 
taut thrillers in 2014, including the 
independent American features Blue Ruin 
and Cold In July and gritty British films 
Locke and Starred Up. 

With David Fincher's adaptation of 
Gone Girl looming on the horizon, this 
is undoubtedly a year when audiences 
will catch themselves returning to filthy 
habits and furiously biting their nails in 
the dark of an unbearably tense cinema. 

Before I Go To Sleep is guaranteed to 
jangle nerves and drop a few jaws as 
summer mellows into autumn. 

Based on SJ Watson's bestselling novel, 
this ingenious thriller places us in exactly 
the same hellish predicament as the 
heroine, who wakes up each morning 
without any memory of the past, 
including her own identity. 

Through the eyes of this terrified wife, 
we absorb scraps of information from 
supposedly reliable sources and try 
to piece together the truth, unsure if 
writer-director Rowan Joffe is leading us 
a merry, sadistic dance. 

Following a car accident, 47-year- 
old Christine Lucas (Nicole Kidman) is 
diagnosed with anterograde amnesia. 

Each morning, she wakes in a strange 
bed next to a man she does not know 
and creeps into the adjacent bathroom 
where a series of photographs on the 
wall begin to fill in the blanks, letting her 
know that the man is her husband Ben 
(Colin Firth) and they have shared many 
happy years together. 

"You store up information for a day, 



wake up, and it's all gone,'' explains Ben, 
whose love for his wife holds strong. 

He leaves for work and Christine 
continues to learn about her past from 
information in the house. 

Then she receives a mysterious 
telephone call from someone called Dr 
Nash (Mark Strong), who instructs her to 
look in the wardrobe. 

"We've been keeping a video diary. 

I'm not sure Ben knows,'' confides the 
medic. 

The subsequent footage casts doubt on 
the facts that underpin Christine's fragile 
existence. 

"Don't trust anyone!" whispers 
Christine to herself in the video diary, 
tears glistening in her eyes. 

As Christine reconnects with Claire 
(Anne-Marie Duff), who is supposedly 


her best friend, contradictory testimonies 
drive her to the brink of insanity. 

Before I Go To Sleep drip-feeds us 
fragmented flashbacks, clouding our 
judgement of characters as they orbit 
Christine, purportedly out of love. 

Kidman captures the fragility of a 
woman at the mercy of her condition, 
who knows she must stare into the abyss 
before sleep robs her of a day's detective 
work. 

Firth and Strong offer sterling support 
and Joffe cranks up the tension 
masterfully with each hairpin twist. 

The guessing game of who to trust is 
part of the film's diabolical appeal and 
the script engineers some wonderful 
bluffs until a gasp-inducing big reveal 
that should have audiences teetering 
precariously on the edge of their seats. 
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How to store 
your surplus 


IF you are now inundated with ripe 
tomatoes, green beans, berries and herbs, 
don’t leave them to go stringy or mouldy 
because the freezer can go a long way to 
making your crops last into winter. 

Blanching newly-picked vegetables 
before freezing them is a great way to 
avoid waste. It stops enzyme actions 
which can cause loss of flavour, colour 
and texture. Blanching cleans the surface 
of dirt and organisms, brightens the 
colour and helps retain vitamins. 

Just plunge vegetables in boiling water 
for a minute or two and then drain in a 
colander and transfer them into ice cold 
water to stop the cooking process, then 
let them cool and dry them off, place 
them in freezer bags and store in your 
freezer until you need them. 

You can do this with a range of 
vegetables, from runner and French 
beans to sweetcorn, broccoli, carrots and 
peas, although blanching times may vary. 

Of course, we all know the texture of 
tomatoes changes as soon as you freeze 
them, but they will still be good for pasta 
sauces and stews in the months to come. 

Strawberries, too, change their 
character when they've been frozen, but 
you can make some delicious desserts, 
jams and sauces using frozen berries. 
Blackberries, which cost a fortune in the

shops but grow wild among hedgerows 
in the countryside, can be picked and 
frozen. Instead of squishing the newly- 
picked fruit in a freezer bag, place the 
berries flat on a tray and put them in the 
freezer, then once they're frozen they 
can be transferred intact to bags and 
placed back in the freezer. 

Herbs, too, can be preserved to add to 
soups, casseroles and sauces long after 
you've harvested them. Just place a small 
amount of the herbs into ice cube trays 
and cover them with water. Then, when 
you want them you can just take out one 
or two cubes to add to your dish. 

Some herbs, such as parsley, can be 
frozen as whole bunches and kept in 
bags in the freezer. When you want 
them, just take a handful from the bunch 


and crumble them into your dish. 

If you like flavoured oil to go with your 
balsamic vinegar, use sprigs of rosemary, 
or whole chillis and other robust herbs to 
add to your bottle of olive oil, leaving it 
for the flavour to infuse. 

End-of-season tomatoes can be 'sun- 
dried' in the oven, putting them on a 
tray at the lowest setting for a couple of 
hours with the oven door just ajar. 

If you're running out of freezer space 
and have enough jam and chutney 
to keep you going until the next 
millennium, you may just have to find 
inventive ways to use up your produce. 
Juicing fruit and veg is a good way of 
using surplus, although juices will have 
to be drunk immediately before they 
oxidise, start changing colour, lose 
nutrients and look much less appetising. 

Really efficient gardeners only grow 
what they know they're going to eat - 
so perhaps, as you look at your gluts 
of courgettes, peppers, radishes and 
tomatoes, you need to rethink your 
vegetable plot next year to avoid any 
ending up on the compost heap. 

And remember, only freeze the best 
of what you grow. If your green beans 
have gone stringy, they are still going to 
be stringy when you get them out of the 
freezer in a month's time.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

Taxing times ahead 


WITH the abolition of the 
vehicle tax disc taking 
effect from October 1 and a 
flurry of confused people 
asking about the situation 
through social media, lead¬ 
ing road safety charity the 
Institute of Advanced 
Motorists has taken the 
opportunity to clarify the 
rules. 

Basically you will still 
need to buy vehicle tax to 
keep any vehicle on the 
road. You will still receive a 
reminder from the DVLA, 
and you can continue pay¬ 
ing using the previous 
methods. However now 
you will be able to pay by 
continuous direct debit - 
meaning there will never 
be a risk of forgetting to 


pay, and driving an untaxed 
car. 

The direct debit will con¬ 
tinue as long as there is a 
valid MOT for the vehicle. 

You can apply online to 
tax your vehicle using the 
16 digit reference code 
from your vehicle tax 
renewal reminder (Vll) or 
11 digit reference number 
from your log book (V5C). 

One major change the 
new road tax rules has cre¬ 
ated is that vehicle tax can 
no longer be transferred 
with the vehicle if you sell it 
- often an added incentive 
when purchasing a vehicle. 
If after October 1 you sell a 
vehicle and have notified 
the DLVA, you will auto¬ 
matically receive a refund 


for any full months remain¬ 
ing on that vehicle tax. 

You will now always have 
to buy new vehicle tax 
when you purchase a new 
or used vehicle. 

As of October 1, you will 
no longer be obliged to dis¬ 
play a paper tax disc on 
your car - so you are free to 
remove and destroy it. 
However you might want to 
keep it as a souvenir, if you 
are feeling sentimental 
over the disappearance of 
an iconic part of UK motor¬ 
ing life! 

Simon Best, IAM chief 
executive, said: “As with all 
new systems, it will take a 
little time to get used to. 
But the move to allow peo¬ 
ple to set up a direct debit 


will mean greater peace of 
mind for many, so your 
vehicle will never be 
untaxed. 

“However, moving more 
of these processes online 
will make things very diffi¬ 
cult for those without regu¬ 
lar internet access - as ever, 
the poor and elderly could 
lose out. 

“And it will be interesting 
to see if some people think 
that without a visible tax 
disc it will be easier simply 
not to buy one. We’ll see in 
time how effective this has 
been in catching those who 
avoid paying.”
